
Nixon Becoming 
Commuter From 
Camp David 


Camp David, Md.— (AP)— 
President Nixon has become a 
virtual commuter between the 
White House and his mountain 
lodge here, making five trips 
in the past week. 

Never before during his 
nearly five years in office 
has Mr. Nixon made so many 
journeys to Camp David, one 
of his favorite retreats, in 
such a short period. 

The President, accompanied 
only by two Secret Service 
agents, brave a conTmuter's 
nightmare to make the 70- 
mile trip here last night, driv- 
ing up in the evening rush 
hours that invariably clogs 
northbound highways. 

There was no word on when 
Mr. Nixon would return to the 
White House.
